ITALIAN OFFENSIVE 


CONTINUES TO GAIN 


Reported That Austrians Are Starting 


to Evacuate Triest 


RUSSIANS GIVING GROUND AT RIGA 


Austrians Unable to Stem Pressure of Italians While They 


Lose 16,000 in Prisoners; French Holding Gains 
Around Verdun; Canadians Pushing Farther Into Lens; 
Haig's Men Victorious in Two Day's Battle Advancing 
Despite Ferocious Teuton Counter Attacks 
London, England, Aug. 23.—The Austrians are removing every- 


thing of value from Triest to Vienna and other inland places, accord- 
ing1 to a Rome dispatch to the Exchange Telegraph company. 


The great offensive of the Italians along the Isonzo front daily 


continues to gain in impetous and apparently the strong Austrian 
counter attacks nowhere have been able to stem the tide which is 
bringing General Cadorna's men gradually closer toward their object. 


Meanwhile the German operations east of Riga are developing 


in strength as the Russians are giving ground. Around Verdun the 
French are holding their gains of the early week unhampered by the 
German infantry while the guns of the crown prince are raking the 
line. 


Canadians Push Deeper. 


• At last the Canadians are working 


their way further into the city of 
Lens and in Belgium Field Marshal 
Haig'3 men have been victorious in 
a two day's battle making gains over 
their front, •varying from a half a 
mile to a. few hundred yards in depth, 
notwithstanding the tenacious resis- 
tance of the legions of Crown Prince 
Hupprecht. 


The Itallians have pressed forward 


their lines for considerable new gains 
against the Austrians. 
The counter- 


attacks of the Austrians have been 
extremely violent but nowhere have 
they been able to force the Italians 
tack. More than 16,000 prisoners have 
already been taken by the Italians. 


BatUe or First Magnitude. 


Although8 the exact extent of the 


Italian advance has not jet become 
apparent and the objective is not def- 
initely known General Cadorna has 
everywhere made progress and the 
Ausmang are reported unofficially to 
be stripping Triest of its valuables 
and moving them to Vienna and other 
places—seeming evidence that the Aus- 


trians anticipate where the Italians 
hope their final blow will fall. 


The chief English military observer 


sals the Italians have gained an im- 
portant \ictory which gives evidence 
of developing into a victory of the first 
magnitude. 


Russians at Riga Fall Back. 


Xear Higra the Russians are falling 


back before the Teutons. Fighting is 
going on 20 miles east of Riga in the 
Lake Batit sector. The German offi- 
cial communication, in announcing 
German gains In the region, gajs the 
Russians retreated without giving bat- 
tle. 


To the south in Volhimia the Ger- 


mans also have been successful but 
later were dislodged from their posi- 
tions. In Rumania the Russians and 
Rumanians are fighting vigorously.

That It Wa* 8p(c«d With Gunpowder 


Made It All the Better. 


In reviewing *5s early life In Con- 


stantinople Sir Edwin Pears tells an 
amusing story of a coal contractor who 
was supplying the British fleet trtth 
fuel. A commissariat officer on one oc- 
casion went to him to say that a man- 
of-war had just arrived In the Bos- 
porus and was ordered to proceed to 
the Crimea with distinguished officers 
on board, but It waa short of coaL 
The contractor answered that one of 
his small sailing vessels bad just ar- 
rived laden with a cargo of coal and 
that he would arrange to have it dis- 
charge the fuel directly on board the 
man-of-war. 


A day or two later when the contrac- 


tor saw hlB manager he asked what 
had been done with about ninety kegs 
of gunpowder that had been stowed on 
tue top of the coal. 


"Oh, we found an tb« kegs empty," 


Bald the manager. "There wai no "pow- 
der to remoTe." 


Daring the next three weeks the 


contractor lived In constant dread. He 
feared that every *nip coming from 
the Crimea would bring news of an 
explosion on the man-of-war and an 
order for hla arrest. He became 111 
from anxiety. 


One day, a fortnight later, he heard 


with fear and trembling from his Inner 
office the rolce of the commissariat 
officer asking to see the merchant who 
had supplied the ship with coaL He 
prat on a bold face and went out. 


"Yes, you're the man," gald the Com- 


missariat officer la a load voice. "Ton 
gave aa 800 tons of coal. It's the best 
xvo have ever had. Instead of our 
having to stop the ship while we clear- 
ed the funnels whenever there Is a new 
firing up the smoke goea with a puff 
that clears the funnel Itself. I want 
300 tons more; but, mind, it must be 
of the same quality."

A FIT SEED BED FOR WHEAT 


Some Susgestiona KegardJnR a Crop 


Many Otsego fanners Will Grow. 
".Make the seed bed nt for the seed. 


Do not 'intern' wheat worth $3 or $4 
a bushel for seed purposes in a con- 
dition of soil impossible for germina- 
tion." 


That precaution is urged by the 


United States Department of Agricul- 
ture on all farmers who contemplate 
sowing: the high-priced seed of a high- 
priced food this fall. 
To plant seed 


on poorly prepared land not only 
wastes the seed that does not germin- 
ate, the specialists point out. but it 
may mean the loss of an entire in- 
vestment if a paying stand ia not ob- 
tained. 


A sepd bed for wheat must be firm, 


moist, and well compacted beneath 
with a mellow, finely divided jjpper 
three inches of soil, the specialists ad- 
vise. /It wheat Is grown in rotation 
with oats or after wheat, the stubble 
should bo plowed to a depth of at 
least seven inches immediately after 
har\cstln? 
the 
preceding crop of 


grain. The ground should be harrowed 
within a few hours after plowing and 
cultivation with harrow, disk, drag, or 
roller should be given as necessary 
thereafter until planting time. These 
operations are necessary to kill weeds, 
to settle and make firm the subsoil,

Prisoners from an enemy land maj 


j be 111 treated In some countries, but 


I not so in the United States. The Ger- 


mans Interned at Hot Springs, N. C., 
thirty-eight miles west of Ashevllle, la 
the heart of the Blue Ridge, live In 
comfort and eat their fill at a hotel 
which the tJnlted States has leased. 
The building is aet iu a hundred acres 
of shaded lawn. The alien guests are 
100 officers and DOO members of the 
crews of German merchant ships held 
in American ports when the European 
war began. 
* 


Surrounding the property is a font 


foot tvlre fence, patrolled by khaki clad 
men armed ivlth pistols and badged as 
"watchmen." Fence and guards are 
chiefly to keep out curious Americans, 
not to keep in tbe Germa."". If any 
German thinks of escaping, which prob- 
ably noue of then: does, the unwisdom 
of such a course Is sufgested by long, 
lean mountaineer hun.ers, who pause 
at the fence to stare with impassive 
faces at the foreigners. 


A month ago the Germans were tak- 


en to Hot Springs from Ellis Island and 
other immigrant stations. 
They are 


officially designated as "detained Immi- 
grants," aliens who had not chosen to 
take up residence In this country prior 
to hostilities with Germany nnd are not 
now eligible to do BO. Six hundred 
more are going as soon as quarters 
now t Jlding are completed. 


No Trouble Is Expected. 


"What will you do If they maka 


trouble?" was isked of the director of 
Internment, Alfred Batupton. 


"Why answer that until there Is trou- 


ble?" he countered. 


There has been no trouble. The Ger- 


mans obey the few rules imposed on 
them. They answer roll call at 9 a. m. 
daily and take part in a fire drill. Then 
they are practically free, within the 
grounds, until taps sound at 11 p. m. 
They are practically on the honor sys- 
tem aud are allowed to make rules 


I for their own guidance through a num- 


ber of committees. They work when 
they work _and play when they play, 
idling but little. 
A massive, broad 


shouldered coal passer who was seen 
looking for a four leafed clover was 
as attentive to his task as if be were 
seeking a lost diamond. The chief offi- 
cers have onganized classes, and dally 
instruction is given to petty officers 
aud common seamen in mathematics, 
navigation and languages. 


"In three years all these men will 


hare the technical education necessary 
to command a ship," said Mr. Hamp- 
ton. 


Squads run through military setting 


up exercises daily. Some of the men 
work for the government, including 
fifty ship carpenters being engaged in 
the construction Of the new barracks, 
and others are employed as day labor- 
ers. The pay ranges from 520 to $30 a 
month 
A number of the men work in, 


the seven acre tract, where a fine crop 
of vegetables is growing, and others 
find diversion in their own little gar- 
den plots. Agriculture appeals to most 
of the interned men, but not many of 
them know all there Is to know about 
plants. 
Most of them are from the 


seaboard nnd have bad little experience 
In the fields. One captain has a little 
plot, outlined with white stones, in 
which he is cultivating beans and corn. 
A large and prosperous Jlmson weed 
which the poor man thinks is some 
American vegetable sprang up from a 
formor planting. 


"I did not notice tlinr thing until It 


was half grown," explained an official, 
"and now I haven't the heart to tell 
the captain it is a rank weed." 


Bultd a Miniature Village. 


By the riverside the officers have 


built a village of miniature rustic 
houses, using tree limbs and roots, 
stones, odds and ends of material 
found on the hotel grounds. One house 
has panels of old inattiug. There are 
seats nnd tables, but no steins. 


The prisoners are allowed <o receive 


newspapers and other reading matter 
and, subject to the station censorship, 
to write and receive letters. 
About 


thirty members of German 
officers' 


families have come to the village of 
Hot Springs, and these the officers are 
privileged to receive for an hour each 
Sunday. They can see them as often 
as they wish, the families coming to 
the fence, but no conversation la allow- 
ed except during the Sunday hour. 
Few visitors are allowed to inspect the 
station, and they are not permitted to 
Bpeak to the Germans except by way 
of salutation in passing. The Germans 
do not salute the Americans Jn charge, 
although they generally (rpenk in salu- 
tation. The watchmen are not suppos- 
ed to talk with them. 


"But the rules don't cay we mustn't 


listen to them talk," said a guard off 
duty. "It wouldn't be any use to tell 
these folks anything anyway," said he, 
"because they wouldn't believe you. 
They nay the An:erlcnr.s have never

From reports that reach us from Eu- 


rope we leani that Germany has equip- 
ped some of her U boats with ingen- 
ious devices to enable them to cut their 
way through submarine nets. One boat 
with a double flange of thin sheet steel 
protruding from both sides of the bow 
la said to have been destroyed by shell 
fire, and the device ItceK, practically 
Intact, Is said to bo In the hands of 
the British admiralty. A second boat, 
equipped with heavy motor driven cir- 
cular knives attached to steel hawsers, 
torpedoed a merchantman, and the cap- 
tain while in a small boat made a draw- 
ing of the device for -the admiralty. 


Illustrations itj tho September issue 


of the Popular Science Monthly give a 
clear Idea of these net cutters. The 
double flange of thin sh"et steel which 
protrudes from both sides of the bow 
of the submarine Is operated by elec- 
trically controlled gears. The flanges 
spread on either .side of the bow to a 
distance of eighteen feet, or thirty-six 
feet in all, whenever the nose of the 
vessel touches on obstruction. Their 
action Is said 'to be automatic, al- 
though an operator within the boat can 
extend o^ withdraw the device at any 
time by moving two heavy metal arms. 


The TJ boat equipped with the cir- 


cular knives Is obviously far better 
able to cut its way through a net than 
the boat just described. It does not 
bother about a device at the bow, fig- 
uring, no doubt, that the sharp nose 
of the vessel and its rounded hull are 
sufficient to get through a net or stop 
the boat before it becomes entangled. 
However, it does not permit Its con- 
ning tower to go unprotected. Several 
strands of stout steel hawsers contain- 
Inc motor driven knives a foot In diam- 
eter and placed about a foot apart are 
stretched from the bow through the 
conning tower to the stern. Striking 
a net, the knives would revolve on a 
flexible shaft.

PROTECT COWS FROM FLIES. 


What r'airv-men May Bo For Their 


Herds in August. 


Many different sprays are effective. 
Tbe season of th© fiy pests which 


makes life miserable for stock during 
ths summer is on: horse-flies, deer- 
flies, bot-flies, horn-flies, 
stable-flies 


and many others unite to cause a large 
part oC the annual decrease in the 
milk flow during the hot season. 


The sustained production of milk is 


well known to depend largely on the 
comfort and contentment of the dairy 
cow. 
Flies not only cause direct loss 


of blood and poisoning from their 
bites, but also keep stock from feed- 
ing properly. The loss of milk from 
this cause is one of the serious prob- 
lems that faces the dairy farmer. 


The prevailing cost of feeds, war- 


rants special efforts to keep up the 
milk flow while the cows are on pas- 
ture. 


The Department of. Entomology (co- 


operating with the New York State 
Food Supply Commission) recommends 
the following fly repellent mixtures: 


Tlie Moore Formula. 


Fish oil, 100 parts; oil of tar. 50 


parts; crude carbolic acid, one part. 


The effectiveness of this spray con- 


tinues several days after spraying. 
Its 


chief objection is its odor, which in 
some instances of. open-pail milking 
may affec.t the milk. ' 


Kerosene Emulsion Spray. 


One-half pound laundry soap dis- 


solved in one gallon of. boiling water; 
two gallons of kerosene is added to 
this hot mixtuce and by violently agi- 
tatinp, the mixture will emulsify. 


Tnis mixture win kill flies on con- 


tact, especially the horn-fly. 


Creosote Rcpellnnt, 


One gallon zenoleum, one- gallon 


cottonseed oil (raw), 10 gallons water.
